CZOLGOSZ DIES WITHOUT A WORD 
OF REGRET FOR HIS HORRIBLE CRI 


eee 
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AVJBURN, N. Y., Oct. 29.—At 7:12 o'clock 
(6:12. 8t. Louis time) Leon F. Czolgosz, 
murder of President William McKinley, 
paid the extreme penalty exacted by the 
law for his crime. . 

He. was -shocked to death by 1700 volts of 
electricity. He went to the chair in ex- 
actly the same manner as have the major- 


‘lity of murderers in this state, showing no 


particular sign of fear, but,.in fact, doing 
what few of them. have done—talking to 
the witnesses while he was being strapped 
in the chair. 

‘*T killed the President because hé was an 
enemy of the good people“of the good 
workirg people. I am NOT sorry for my 
crime.”’ 

These were his words as the guards hur- 
ried him into the chair. 

A moment later, mumbling through the 
half-adjusted face straps, he said: 
they am awfully sorry I cotld not gee my 
father.’ 

The prisoner was given three contacts of 
electricity before he was finally pronounced 
dead. . 

WANTED TO TALK. 

‘ Czolgosz retired last night at 10 o’clock 
and slept so soundly that when Warden 
Meade went to the cell shortly before 5 
o'clock this morning the guard inside had,to 
shake Czolgosz to awaken him. He. sat up 
on the edge of his cot’ and made no reply 
to the warden’s greeting of “good u.orn- 
ing.”’

MARCHED TO DEATH. 

In the chamber, Electrician Davis and 
former Warden Thayer of Dannemore had 
arranged the chair test, placing a bank of 
2? incandescent lights across the arms and 
connecting the electrode wires at either 
end. The witnesses were ordered seated 
and then Warden Meade briefly addressed 
them, saying: 

“You are here to witness the legal] death 
of Leon F. Czolgosz. I desire that you 
keep your seats and preserve absolute si- 
lence in the death chamber, no matter what 
may transpire. There are plenty of guards 
and prison officials to preserve order and 
attend to the proper details."’ 

The. prison physician, Dr. Gerin,; and Dr. 
Carlos F. MacDonald of New York, took a 
position to the left of the chair, Warden 
Meade stood directly in front and Elec- 
triclan Davis retired to the little room con- 
taining the electrical switchboard. 

Thayer gave the signal and the current 
was turned through the electric lights, 
flooding the chamber with brilliant light 
and dramatically showing the power that 
was used to kill the prisoner. 

Warden Meade gave the signal to have 
the prisoner brought in, and at 7:10% o'clock 
Chief Keeper Tupper swung open the big 
steel door leading to the condemned cells, 
and as the steel bars behind which Cazol- 
gosz had been kept were swung aside, two 
guards marched the prisoners out Into the 
corridor, two, others following, and the 
chief keeper walking In front. 


SIGNS OF WEAKNESS.

MAYOR WELLS ATTENDS IT 


LIEUT. JOHNSON IS CALLED bE- 
FORE THE CONFERENCE. 


President Hawes Said, When Meeting 
Was Adjourned, That Johnson 
Would Not Be Relieved of 
Gambling Squad 
Command. 


Gambling was discussed at an executive 
session of the Board of Police Commission- 
ers at the Four Courts Tuesday morning. 

The meeting was special and was called 
by order of President Harry B. Hawes. 
Every member of the board was present, 
and Mayor Rolla Wells sat through the 
session. 

A representative of the Circuit Attor- 
hey's office conferred with officials who 
were called before the board. 

Four Courts attaches were mystified by 
the gecrecy which surrounded the meeting. 
Few of them were aware of its import. 

For an hour before the board met, Chief 
of Police Kiely had Lieut. James T. John- 
son in his private office, and all doors were 
closed, 

Lieut. Johnson is attached to the Central 
district. He has charge of the force whose 
duty it is to suppress gambling. 

Ganibling games have fiourished in vari- 
cus parts of the city. Lieut. Johnson and 
nla torce have failed to find them. 

or many months in the Fourth Police 
district, commanded by Capt. Samuel! J. 
Boyd, a species of gambling has been 
known to exist in the neighborhood of 
Severth street and Franklin avenue.

Board of Public Improvements Takes

The witnesses dispersed quickly, 
some of them leaving for their homes as 
early as 9 o'clock.

SPURNING THE PRIEST'S OFFICE 


In the Shadow of Death Czolgosz Re- 
fused the Consolation of 
Religion.

AUBURN, N. Y., Oct. 29.—Sullenly spurn- 
ing the kindly offices of religion, the as- 
sassin of President McKinley bade farewell 


to the world. While not exhibiting any 
outward trace of emotion, the assassin 
seemed to be in a state of utter collapse. 
Jt was with charactéristic stolidity oo 
he received the last goodby from iis 
brother and from the priest and he an- 
swered the reading of the death warrant. 
The rest of the night the condemned 
man crouched in his cell gazing fixedly 


at the walls. One would almost think him

He recetved his own broth- 
er with an apparent indifference that was 
only equaled by the brother's seeming in- 
diiterence. 

The last attempt of two faithful priests 
to reason with the assassin resulted in ut- 
ter failure. Twice before they arrived the 
assassin picked up one of the texts left 
him by Father Fudsinski of Buffalo, 
gianced at it indifferently and threw it on 
the floor. Then he picked it up again anu 
laid it on the couch. When he .was told 
that Father Fudzinzki was in the warden’'s 
office and wanted to see him he said: ‘‘Yes, 
I'll see him,’ without looking up. 

Father Fudzinski, accompanied by Father 
Hickey, an Auburn clergyman, was ushered 
into an apartment connected with the 
deathhouse. The priests found the con- 
demned man sitting in a chair with one of 
his arms leaning on a table. A guard sat 
beside him and another guard stood just 


back of him. The assassin did not look up| 


as the clergymen entered. Father Fudzins- 
ki spoke to him in a kindly tone, express- 
ing the hopé that he was prepared to em- 
brace the faith. 

“T’m all right.”’ replied the assassin tn a 
husky voice;. ‘‘I'm all right.’’ 

He looked at the priest shiftily out of 
the corner of his eye a without ratsing

Father Fudsinski continued to em to 
him, urging him to renounce anarchism and 
accept the consolation of the church in 
which he had been reared.

He gazed stolidly at the floor 
throughout the whole of the 85 minutes the 
interview lasted. The only reply he would 
make to questions was: “I don’t want any- 
thing,’’ or “I’m all right.”’ 

Father Fudsinski was compelled finally 
to give up his friendly task. He asked: 
“Do you want to see me again?’ The 
reply was: ‘“O, I don’t know, I don’t

KEPT IN DENSE IGNORANCE. 
The seclusion of the prisoner operated 
both ways, for if the world went on in com- 


parative ignorance of the life of the pris- 
oner from day to day, the prisoner lived 
in ignorance of what went forward in the 
world. even as to the great question af- 
fecting him. The rule of silence as to the 
prisoner was broken that he might have an 
opportunity to prepare himself spiritually 
for his death. Py 

The rule was also broken in a final effort 
to secure a confession from the condemned 
man. The prison officials felt that it was 
their duty to again seek to ascertain if oth- 
ers plotted with him or abetted him in the 
murderous plan that he carried out at Buf- 
falo. Early in October Supt. Collins had a 
lengthy interview with him. Night was 
chosen for the inquiry, and at 9 o’clock the 
superintendent called on QGzolgosz. The pris- 
oner was transferred to another part of the 
prison, where there was no one to overhear 
the conversation. For the first few minutes 
Czolgosz sat in silence, and the superinten- 
dent began to despair of getting any infor- 
mation. Finally, just as he was about to 
leave, Czolgosz answered one of his queries. 
From that time on he taiked freely, but 
his utterances contained no enlightenment 
as to the cause for his crime or a possible 
conspiracy. The most important statement 
he made was one in which he absolutely de- 
nied that he had a handkerchief tied about 
his hand or that the pistol was concealed 
in any other place than his coat pocket.

AUBURN, N. Y., Oct. 29.—After the au- 
topsy on the body of Czolgosz it was placed 
in a black stained piné coffin, every portion 


of the anatomy being replaced under the 
supervision of Dr. Gérin and Warden Mead. 
Shortly afterward it was taken to the 
prison cemetery and an extraordinary pre- 
caution taken to completely destroy it. A 
few days ago under the warden’s orders, 
an experiment was made to determine the 
power of quicklime in the destruction o% 
flesh and bone, which was not satisfac- 
‘tory. 

Warden Mead, who conferred with some 
of the physicians present and determined, 
in conjunction with Supt. Collins, that the 
purpose of the law was the destruction of 
the body. 

iAccordingly a carboy of acid was ob- 
tained and poured upon the body in the 
coffin after it had been lowered into the 
grave, Straw was used in the four corners 
of the grave as the earth was put in to 
give vent to such gases as might form. 

It is the belief of the physicians that the 
body will be entirely disintegrated within 
12 hours. During that time and as long as 
deemed necessary, a guard will be kept 
over the unmarked grave.

LEMLY OVERSHOOTS THE MARK 


GAVE THE COMMODORE CHANCE 
TO MAKE STRONG POINT. 


So Far the Cross-Examination, Pressed 
to Utmost Limit, Has Failed to 
Hurt the Applicant’s Cause.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The probe of 
Judge Advocate Lemly could not go deeper 
into Rear Admiral Schley’s conduct in the 
Santiago campaign if that officer were be- 
fore a court-martial, instituted by the gov- 
ernment, instead of a court of inquiry called 
at his own request. 

So far the probe has brought no vital 
fact to the surface that is derogatory to the 
applicant, except that he did not literally 
Obey the printed regulations of the navy in 
all respects. | 

In bringing out this fact Capt. Lemly 
Went too far—as he gave Schiey an oppor- 
tunity to show that Sampson's plan of bat- 
tle failed when the American fleet attempt- 
ed to put it into execution, and that a criti- 
cal moment Schley, as commander-in-chief 
in Sampson's abse.ice, was compelled to cast 
it aside and act for himself on new lines. 
This he did by hoisting the signal, ‘‘Follow 
the flax."’ 

Judge Advocate Lemly overlooks no op- 

rtunity to substantiate the charges made 

n the department precept. He asks a mul- 
titude of questions calculated to show that 
Schley was guilty of various misdemean- 
ors, and delves into trivial details until the 
faces of the admirals of the court show 
they are impatient. Lemly did his best to 
elicit information unfavorable to Schley, 
but made no effort to develop other lines 
of evidence. 

A feature of the cross-examination today 
was the number of hypothetical questions 
Lemly asked the apencant as to what he 
would have done under this and that con- 
dition. Finally Admiral Devrey 
in the judge advocate’s ear, ana 
inquizy was altered.

-pance of May 31, the coaling question, und 
the famous loop of the Brooklyn on July 3. 

Capt. Lemly was hopeful of ae 
his questioning today, but admitted that 
the outlook in that direction was not alto- 

promising. 

Before resuming the cross-examination 
of Admiral Schley song Advocate Lemley 
announced that with the assent of counsel 
for the other side the signal books of the 
New York for May 18 and 19 and July 2 
and 3, and the Brooklyn’s for May 18 to 
June 2 inclusive, and July 2 and 8 would 
be included in the record.

The admiral, in answer to another ques- 
ticn by Capt. Lemly, said he had platted the 
distance on a chart for his own information. 
He did not know this would ever become a 
matter of such importance, otherwise he 
should have kept the memorandum, as he 
would have kept a erent many other things. 
Admiral Schley said he kept a close watch 
at day and at night while awake, while off 
Cienfuegos. He said he had seen no aux- 
iliary crulser or gunboat ne the entrance 
tw the harbor, as testified to by Lieut. Grif- 
fin. The witness had an indistinct recollec- 
tion of having seen the mast, or perhaps 
the top of a pipe, over the hills. e saw 
nothing larger coming near the mouth of 
the harbor than an ordinary steam launch. 
In response to a request from Capt. ar 
Admiral Schley read extracts from the 
Brooklyn’s log, with the view of showing 
that the admiral’s memory had been at 
fault when he had stated that the fleet 
were closer in at night than during the day. 
The admiral had also testified that the 
set of the current was toward the shore. 
The log showed that, at various times, the 
squadron had steamed in as well as out. 

Capt. Lemly called his attention to the 
log on the following day, May 2, and then 
asked him whether these entries in the 
logs did not show that the ships steamed 
both itn and out. 

‘*Yes,"’ replied the witness. “but as the 
entries do not show the speed. it is im- 
possible to tell the distance. We usually 
steamed as slowly as possible; simply keep 
steerage way.”

COLUMBIA, Miss., Oct. 29.—The town of 
Columbia and its vicinity was thrown into 
great excitement yesterday by several mes- 
sengers from the vicinity of Balltown, La., 
about 25 miles below here, who brought the 
news that a race riot had been precipitated 
between the whites and blacks of that sec- 
tion by the shooting and burning of the 
negro Bill Morris, who criminally assaulted 
and almost murdered Mrs. John Ball a few 
days ago. 

Several runners brought the news that 
numerous white men were killed and that 
the negroes were arming themselves for 
the fray. This information created the 
wildest eee and a number of men, 
headed by De Sheriff Branton of this 
county and - al T. T. Ford of Colum- 
bia, all fully armed, departed for the 
scene of the _ trouble. elegrams were 
sent to Gov. Heard of-.Loulsiana by. citi-- 
zens Of Washington Parish, who were in 
Columbia, informing him of the situa- 
tion, and an attempt was also made b 
Sheriff Ball of Marion County to reac 
Gov. Longino of Mississippi. As the wires 
were down betwéen here and Jackson for 
= a while, nothing could be accom- 
lished until last evening, after tidings had 
en received from the scene of the 
trouble. Then answers were received, in- 
structing the sheriffs to call out the near- 
est troops, if needed. 


POSSE WAS AMBU SHED. 
It seems a negro named.Crea Loft was 
really at the bottom of the trouble. It was 


reported to the officers of Washington 
Parish that stt, who lived near Booth, 
La., was running a@ restaurant without a 
license at @ camp meeting at Live Oak 
Church, where a negro val was in ses- 
sion. Thec natable of the district gathered 
a posse and started to investigate. Lott 
was apprised pe their approach in advance 
and was ready for trouble when it reached 
Live Oak Church. 

The posse was about 100 yards from the 
church house when ambushed and the 
negroes ned fire from two or three di- 
rections. nstable bade his men pay 
no attentiqn te the firing, as it was from & 
distance. He said all hé wanted to do was 
to capture Lott. 

When the restaurant where Lott had his 
goods was reached the posse was fired on 
by Lott and negroes who were concealed 
behind the counters on the tnside. The 
fight became general between the posse and 
the restaurant crowd, and also between 
whites and negroes all over the ground. 

At this juncture the posse deemed it nec- 
essary to fire the Lott restaurant in order 
to dislodge his gang. Lott rushed out when 
the torch was applied and discharged a 
double-barreled shotgun into the crowd of 
whites. Twenty-two buckshot took effect 
in the side of Joe Seals, one of the posse, 
from the effects of which he died. A negro 
who followed Lott shot a man named 
Charles Elliott, one of the posse, through 
the stomach with a 88-caliber pistol. The 
negroes then tried to escape, but others 
of the posse had their guns leveled and 
completely riddled their bodies with bullets. 
Lott's head was almost shot from his shoul- 
ders. He was a shapeless mass of blood 
and brains before his body hit the ground. 
During the fight a negro preacher, Rev. 
Connelly, came out of the church armed 
with a musket. He was shot and killed be- 
fore he could use it.

Saturday aie difficulty arose between 


James Oldham, colored, and Tola Oliver, 
white. Oldham conceiving himself insult- 
ed, struck Oliver. The two men had two 
different difficulties, in which Oldham was 
worsted. Out of this grew several other 
melees Saturday evening between whites 
and blacks. Oldham was arrested and 
placed in jail. Monday morning, after 
leading guilty in two cases he was re- 
eased, and, in company with two of his 
brothers and one other negro, started home. 
Coming near Bob Oliver, tHfey opened fire 
on him. Tola and Dot Oliver coming up, 
one of the negroes escaped, and the other 
three took refuge in a house in the flat 
and opened fire on Dot Oliver, the sheriff 
and constable. 

The military company was called out, 
and with the sheriff aa his deputies sur- 
rounded the house.

That Mr. Jefferson was received with af- 
fectionate acclaim by the large audience 
that had assembled, goes without saying. 
There are several American actors who live 
in the hearts of the people, but none more 
intimately than Jefferson. How could it 
be otherwise, when we of today carry with 
us memories of the Jefferson we’ saw in 
boyhood when the old and disreputable Rip 
of Falling Water was a very real person- 
age indeed. Indeed, even the personal and 
private Jefferson is a man of concern to 
us, and we read of his doings as though he 
were a friend. 

And so those who went to see and hear 
him last night felt when, between the first 
and second acts, Mr. Jefferson stepped be- 
fore the curtain and talked in a delightful- 
ly familiar way that everyone resent 
cherished unto himself. He said that he 
had played “Rip Van Winkle’’ to our fath- 
ers and mothers, our grandfathers and 
grandmothers, nay, perhaps even to our 
great grandparents, because Rip was seen 
on the St. Louls stage as far back as 1540.

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A LOUISIANA CONTRAST, 


The treasury compilation of statistics relating to the territory 
of the Louisiana purchase will afford the reader & clear idea of 
the importance of that transaction. 

The area of thé original 13 colonies was 820,944 square miles. 

The area of the Louisiana territory was 864,044 square miles. 

The population of the territory in 1900 was 14,708,616. In 1803 it 
was considerably leas than 100,000. 

The most striking contrast is found in the fact that 1 per cent 
of thefvalue of one year’s agricultural product repays the cost 
of the purchase. ' 

But great as the development has been the Louisiana territory 
has only just begun to grow in riches, material power and moral 
influence. 

The total area of this country including water surfaces is 875,- 
025 square miles, being slightly less than the area of the United 
Kingdom, Netherlands, Belgium, Germany, France, Spain, Italy 
and Switzerland, whose total area is 887,973. But with practically 
the same surface these countries of Europe contain a population 
ef 202,363,578, whereas in the Louisiana territory are only l4,- 
708, 616. 

What will this great area be when it is peopled as fully as the 
nations of western Europe? The imagination cannot conceive its 
power and glory. And yet it is just what our children’s children 
may be expected to witness a century hence.

The concern occupied palatial quarters in 
the Fiske building on State street. 

The method of procedure was to advertise 
in the newspapers great opportunities for 
investment, while thousands of circulars 
Were sent broadcast through the muil. 

Dupes, it is alleged, sent money to the 

firm, only to find that they had been swin- 
fled. 
Chief Inspecor Evans of the postal depart- 
ment and the chief of the Boston police se- 
cured warrants for the argest of the mem- 
bers of the firm, followed by a raid on the 
offices. The members of the firm ‘vere 
missing, and the half dozen young women 
clerks were without knowledge of the 
whereabouts of their employers. 

These young women were escorted to the 
office of the United States marshal and 
they privately furnished the marshal much 
information bearing on the questionable 
business of the firm. As it was evident that 
all the young women were innocent of any 
complicity in the alleged rascality, they

PRELATE SAYS HE HAS POWER TO 


Declares He Will Dispose of Ground of 
Church of Immaculate Conception 
as Soon as He Receives 
a Fair Offer. 


Archbishop J. H. Kain of St. Louis filed 
his answer in the Circuit Court Tuesday 
to the injunction proceedings brought 
against him in July by the parishioners of 
the Church of the Immaculate Conception 
to prevent him from selling the church 
property at Locust and Jefferson avenue 
and devoting the proceeds to the new Ca- 
thedral Church at Lindell and Newstead 
avenues. 

Archbishop Kain admits in his answer 
that his plan is to abolish the parish of 


waiting only to sell the church property at 
Locust and Jefferson avenue. As soon as a 
fair price is offered he declares he will act. 
The action, he aileges, will be in accord- 
ance with his power and duty as arch- 
bishop. 
The archbishop of a diocese has author- 


ity, he declares, to make, alter and abolish 
parishes as he sees fit. No priest can con- 
duct a service in a church after the arch- 
bishop has ordered it closed. 

The answer gives in detail the history 
of the purchase of the lot upon which the 
po ag of the Immaculate Conception 
stands 

It was deeded to Archbishop Kendrick by 
Mrs. Annie L. Hunt June 1, 1863, to be 
used for religious purposes. 

Nothing was done with it until 1878 and 
in the meantime the remainder of the half 
block extending along Locust street east 
from Jefferson was secured by the arch- 
bishop.
